NO CHILDREN 
AT PARENTS 
DIVORCE TRIAL 


Judge Taylor of the Circuit 
~ Court Anvounces That 
Hereafter They Will Be 
Rigidly Excluded. 


HE DOES NOT WANT 
THEM TO LEARN EVIL. 


"Tt is Better for Society,”’ 
He Says, “That Children 
Should Believe Their Par- 
ents are Good.” 


“Heréafter children will not be allowed 
to hear the testimony of their parents in 
Givorce* cases which come up for trial in 
my court.” 

Judge Taylor of the Circult Court made 
this announcemont after the suit of Minnie 
Guthore! against William E. Guthorel had 
Deen heard and dismissed. 

The two children of the parties in the 
suit were called as witnesses, but the 
Judge prevented the daughter, Laura, aged 
47, from hearing any of the testimony by 
calling her to the bench before the trial 
began at 10 oclock and telling her to wait 
fin the sheriff's office until her testimony 
was needed. 

The boy, Peter, 18 years old, escaped 
the judge's notice until 1 o'clock, when he, 
too, was excluded.

pacluge the children, and it is of greatest 
po ce to the general welfare of all 
concerned. 
“It is better for society, that children 
@hduld believe that their p4rents are good 
if they are evil, and no child should 
brought directly in contact with that 
which would tend to dim the fre on the 
altar of the home. 


Should not Learn 

Evil From Parents. 

“Children will learn enough of the 
world’s depravity in the natural course of 
their lives, and it would have the worst 
porsibie influence on their characters if 
they learned it from the lips of parents.”’

He read lead 
pencil reports and 
put records on the 
map.” Records of 
wind velocity, tem- 
perature, | barometer 
readings and precip- 
itation—that’s what 

he called them tn the classical terms of the 
weather bureau. 

When all the marks were down he drew 
lines across the map with blue and red lead 


pencils. q 
Red for Heat, f 

Blue for Cold. 

With the red pencfl he connected all 
the places of equal barometer. That didn't 
seem apropos to me. He might have saved 
the red pencil for the temperature lines, 
especially in the warm weather. He marked 
temperature with the blue, however—indl- 
cative, perhaps, of the gero weather that 
comes in some places. 

When the lines were made they presented 
a weird and wonderful p‘cture like unto 
the paths in the snow made by rabbits 
trying to mislead hounds, like unto a dia- 
gram of the circumlocutions we go through 
when we evade the truth without telling a 
sure enough Lie. 

Some places there were the prettiest 
round rings, other places sinuous waves. 
When they were done, Dr. Hyatt observed 
his work, and began to state what would 
happen in the weather line. 

He talked of the big snowstorms in Wy- 
oming, the record-breaking March of 1842, 
when the temperature went up to & on the 
first of the month, and of the zero March 
of 1848. 

He turned to make a record concerning 
the 20 below temperature of British North- 
west. As he 4id so he sneezed. That's not 
a figure of s#peech nor one of Dr. Hyatt’s 
jokes. It's truth. 

“Why Is weather so interesting, Dr. 
Hyatt?’ I asked, as I watched him study- 
ing his.own predictions. . 

“Because it affects all of us,’”’ replied the 
wise weather man. 

And I took a squint out of the gable win- 
dow at the blue sky, and concluded some

Hotel and railroad men agree that there 
will be a larger crowd of unaccommo- 
dated visitors during the Worid’s Fair 
dedicatory ceremonies, April 30, May 1 and 
2, than during any three days while the 
Fair itself is in progress. 

They do not mean that the crowds for 
the dedication will be greater daily than 
for the Fair, but that the accommoda- 
tions will be less. 

The manner in which the visitors are 
housed, will, it is agreed, furmish an ade- 
quate test of the city’s entertaining ca- 
pacity. 

Chicago experienced fits greatest conges- 
tion on the days of the dedication, and 
the plans for the ceremonies in St. Louis 
are on a broader scope than they were in 
Chicago. 

The World's Fair management is plan- 
ning to entertain 200,000 visitors at the 
dedication. Downtown hotels at present 
are: turning away applicants daily, and, 
according to managers’ estimates, all com- 
bined will be able to care for 3000 more 
people during the dedication than they are

Steamers Will Make Another 
Attempt to Reach Sufferers 
and, if They Fail, Em- 
bankment Will Be Dyna- 
mited.

MBEPMPHIS, Tenn., March 19.—I returned 
this morning from a second trip to Marion, 
Ark., where the greatest suffering pre- 
vails from the breaking of the levee at 
Holly Bush. 

The situation demands strenuous meang 
for relief. 

Caught like rats in a trap between the 
river and the Frisco track, which holds 
back the torrent at the middle of town, sev- 
eral hundred families, white and black, 
are awaiting succor. 

Two hundred negroes are huddled in their 
Masonic hali, church and an old rickety 
' building, ealled ‘The Ark.” 

They are short of food and provisions, 
and in constant fear of being washed away. 

The only mode of rescue is by skiff to 


currents, forests and fields, where steamers 
carry them to Memphis.

The government boat Chisca departed 
last night for Fogleman’'s, Pecan Point and 
Iwxora with 20,000 sacks, wheelbarrows, 
shovels and many laborers, in charge of 
Capt. Rees, assistant chief government en- 
gineer. 

From Luxora down to Holly Bush the 
levees are in greatest jeopardy, and men 
and steamers are concentrated at this 
stretch to meet any emergency. If any 
beavy winds arise the levees will break 
in a few hours. 

A crevasse at Luxora or Pecan Point 
would be doubly more disastrous than 
the one at Holly Bush. 

Henry Pharr, chief engineer of St. Fran- 
cla Levee Board, stated this morming that 
the battle was a critical one at Luxora and 
Pecan Point. 

‘We have five government steamers at 
our digposal,”’ he said, ‘and all are being 
used to hold the levee above. 

“We are praying for clear weather and 
no winds. Last night I sent 900 more men 
from Marked Tree to luxora on @ wripes 
special.

Morgan and Hill Never 
Intended to Advance 
Freight Charges. 


SEEKING TO DEVELOP 
NORTHWEST, HE SAYS 


Brief Filed by Lawyers in 
Northern Securities Oase 
States Intentions of Fi- 
nancial Giants, 


Former Judge George B. Young of 8t. 
Paul, who is making the opening argu- 
ment for the defense in the case of the 
United States against the Northern Securi- 
ties Co., resumed his address at 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon after a recess of an 
hour and a half. 

Iie occupied the entire morning session 
of two and one-half hours, besides speak- 
ing for an hour in opening his argument 
Wednesday afternoon. 

He denied that the company had increased 
freight rates or intended to do so. 

Judge Young confined himself closely to 
the evidence given by James J. Hill, J. 
Pierpont Morgan and other members of 
the securities company, arguing that the 
formation of the company was necepsary 
to carry out the great plans for develop- 
ment of commerce wifch Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Morgan had made. 

The dissolution of the company by the 
courts, he insisted, would put a stop to 
all the plans and work a great detriment 
to the country which the Great Northern, 
the Northern Pacific and the Burlington, 
acting together, are developing. 

He denied that the Sherman anti-trust 
law applied tothe securities company, be- 
cause the formation of the company, and 
its acts affect commerce only indirectly, 
whereas the law concerns agreements 
which have a direct effect upon commerce. 

“The securities company,”’ said he, “is 
an agreement made in legitimate business 
for legitimate ends. It may indirectly and 
incidemtaily affect tnterstate commerce, 
but directly it dogs not, and, therefore, 
the anti-trust law does not apply to it. 


Merger Not 
a Monopoly. 


“The securities company acts on stocks 
directly, because it buys and sells them, 
but stocks are not commerce.’ 

In his morning address Judge Young also 
argued that the securities company did 
not result in a monopoly or drive out com- 
petition. It had not patents or copyrights, 
he said, and any person or corporation was 
as free as it was to compete for the traf- 
fic in which the securities company is in- 
terested. 

Judge Young will be followed for the de- 
fendants by General-Attorney Grover of 
the Northern Pacific, General-Attorney 
Bunn for the Great Northern and former 
Attorney-General Griggs. Mr. Griggs will 
close the argument for the defense, and .. 
T. Watson of Pittsburg will then close 
for the United States. 

At noon the attorneys stated that the 
argument would not be closed before Fri- 
day afternoon or Saturday morning. At- 
torney Grover was expected to speak 
Thursday afternoon, leaving Attorneys 
Bunn, Griggs and Watson for Friday. 

The attendance in the courtroom Thurs- 
day was light,

and considered its efforts successful dur- 
in the life of the voting trust which 
followed the reorganization.

Referring to the noisy clamor of too-previous President makers

Not only is he too busy as president of 
the Exposition to try for a presidential nomination, but the po 
sition of president of the Exposition precludes the possibility of a 
campaign eat the same time for a presidential nomination. 

The Post-Dispatch yields to no one in admiration of the 
achievements of President Francis in behalf of the World's Fair, 
or of his energy ana capacity. 
business man and a public man. This protest against the at- 
tempt to force him into a campaign has no reference to the ques- 
tion of his qualifications or availability for a presidential candi- 
date. It touches only upon the attempt to combine the presi- | 
dency of the World's Fair with a candidacy for e presidential - 
nomination. 

The folly of such an attempt must be apparent to all intel-. 
ligent men, The Exposition is a nonpolitical project. Not a 
hint of partisanship or of party or personal advantage can touch 
its management without seriously embarrassing and injuring the 
project. The management mast be strictly nonpartisan be- 
cause it must deal with a Republican President and Congress, 
Republican and Democratic governors and legislatures. It must 
deal with and appeal to men of all parties. 

The quickness of partjsan journals to charge, on the slightest 
pretext, that the World's Fair organization is to be turned into a 
partisan machine is a warning of what may be expected if an 
attempt is made to push the president, or any other prominent 
officer, for a public office. Already the mere suggestion of a 
Francis boom, for which neither Mr. Francis nor the World's 
Fair management is in anywise responsible, has brought out in- 
sinuations and sneers about party advantage from suspicious 
partisans.
